Art student Susie Higgins (PAMELA TIFFIN) arrives in Madrid to 
join her college classmate, Maggie Williams (CAROL LYNLEY), secretary 
in an American news agency.

Tourist Boom Expected for Spain 


Due To “The Pleasure Seekers 


Some movie makers often have 
an influence on audiences that 
goes far beyond their original 
purpose of providing entertain- 
ment. This certainly is true of 
Jean Negulesco. He is credited 
with precipitating a tourist boom 
in Italy when his smash roman- 
tic comedy hit, “Three Coins in 
the Fountain” was released some 
years ago. 

Now a heavy influx of tourists 
can be expected for Spain with 
the release of Negulesco’s latest 
effort, “The Pleasure Seekers,” 
20th Century-Fox release in 
CinemaScope and De Luxe color 
opening’ at the 
Theatre. He has been living in 
Spain for several years now, and 
chose it as the setting for “The 
Pleasure Seekers.” 


The veteran Hollywood direct- 
er has made motion pictures in 
many European countries, but to 
him, Spain is different. Its scenic 
beauty, customs and sensuality 
had captured his imagination 
long before “The Pleasure Seek- 
ers” was the germ of an idea in 
a writer’s brain. As a resident 
of Madrid, Negulesco had al- 
ready begun to feel like a Span- 
iard, and had assimilated the 
pulse beat, the particular beauty 
and the ingratiating idiocyncra- 
cies of the Spanish capitol city 
and its environs long before “The 
Pleasure Seekers” came around. 


Prior to studio casting that 
paired off Ann-Margret with 
newcomer Andre - Lawrence, 
Carol Lynley with Gardner Mc- 
Kay and Pamela Tiffin with Tony 
Franciosa, Jean Negulesco had 
walked through urban streets 
and tiny pueblos, caught the off- 
beat in its off moments and un- 
obtrusively observed the Spanish 
life flow with unhurried patience. 
“Everything that happens to our 
three amorous young ladies and 
their lovers,” Negulesco said, 
“will be intimately knitted, I 
hope, to an authentic feeling for 
the Spanish people and their 
country. I love Spain and I want 
to do justice to it in this motion 
picture.” 

Transferring the sight and 
sound of Spain to film is no small 
task. Negulesco led his cast and 
technical crew to over 50 hand- 
picked locations in Madrid, Se- 
govia, Toledo and along the Ma- 
laga Sun Coast. Painstaking 
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months of pre-production ac- 
tivity finally yielded the timeless 
beauty of ancient Spain—slowly 
emerging from tradition into an 
exciting, colorful new world. 

One special feature of “The 
Pleasure Seekers” is a sequence 
filmed in Madrid’s fabulous Pra- 
do Museum where many famous 
paintings by Velasquez and E] 
Greco are on display. This is the 
first time in eight years that the 
Spanish government has _per- 
mitted a film company inside the 
museum. Another feature is the 
special appearance of Antonio 
Gades, Spain’s most famous liv- 
ing flamenco dancer, who per- 
forms his specialty with Ann- 
Margret. 


“Those who have visited Spain 
on the run will discover how 
much they missed when they see 
this film,” says Negulesco con- 
fidently. “My advice is to get 
your travel reservations in early, 
because I think that everyone 
who sees ‘The Pleasure Seekers’ 
will want to see Spain.” 


Customs of Spain Unusual 
For Three American Girls 


Film stars Ann-Margret, Carol 
Lynley and Pamela Tiffin were 
in Spain for the first time while 
filming ‘The Pleasure Seekers,” 
20th Century-Fox romantic- 
drama in CinemaScope and De 
Luxe color opening ...... at the 
Seat Mirae sins Theatre. When they 
weren’t before the cameras, the 
three girls were out sight-seeing 
and mingling with the people, an 
experience which they found un- 
usual and sometimes disturbing. 

For one thing, the Spanish 
male is accustomed to offering 
elaborate compliments to women 
passing on the street, and some- 
times these compliments and 
commentaries get pretty torrid. 
This is said to be a variation on 
the fine old American custom of 
whistling at girls, and is sup- 
posed to be even less harmful. 
Ann - Margret and Pamela 
weren’t bothered much, but Carol 
speaks Spanish and was irritated 
to the point of fury a few times. 
Carol soon found she could avoid 
this attention by taking her two- 
year-old daughter with her. 
Wives and mothers enjoy great 
respect in Spain, although actu- 
ally Carol is divorced. 

In contrast to the U. S8., Span- 
ish autograph seekers are uni- 
formly polite. They always wait 
for the appropriate moment, 
never clamor and crowd, and al- 
ways say “Gracias” (Thanks). 
Ann-Margret working on a Ma- 
drid street was surrounded by 
several hundred children just re- 
leased from school. At home 
there might have been cause for 
worry, but in Spain the children 
were all polite and it was a thor- 
oughly enjoyable experience. 

The girls quickly discovered 
that slacks are not worn by 
women in Spain, and disapprov- 
ing stares trom both men and 
women follow the lady who is 
bold enough to flaunt custom. 
Spanish women are generally 
modest in their attire and de- 
portment. The only suggestion of 
sexiness is the way they dress 
is to be found in the fact that 
they apparently wear very light- 
weight brassieres which give full 
play to pectoral development. 
When “The Pleasure Seekers” 
moved to Spain’s Costa del Sol, 
and some bikini clad beauties 
were needed as extras, the only 
bikinis that could be found were 
on foreigners—none on Spanish 
girls. 

One custom the girls never 
could become accustomed to was 
having dinner at 10 o’clock or 
later. The Spanish take a siesta 
in the afternoon, but the girls 
couldn’t do this since they had to 
work.

But public opinion in Spain re- 
fused to let the painting leave 
the country, and the sequence 
was filmed as planned. The paint- 
ing is the “Buriel of Count of 
Orgaz”’ which hangs in the Santo 
Tome Church. 
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a hit with the showbusiness pa 
trons, and soon they were work 
ing steadily on bills with th 
top acts on the club circuit. 

George Burns saw Ann-Mar 
gret perform one night and hire 
her to open with him at the Sa 
hara in Les Vegas. Here Jac 
Benny caught the act, and thi 
led to her TV debut on his show 
Bob Goldstein of 20th Century 
Fox was watching his TV se 
that night, and within a few day 
she was signed to a movie con 
tract.

The argument as to whether 
bullfighting is the noblest of 
man’s adventurous sports, or the 
most elequent expression of his 
sadism, will probably never be 
resolved.

education. “I knew before I went 
that I wouldn’t enjoy them,” she 
said, “but I think that in this 
world one cannot confine one- 
self to the agreeable. If there is 
to be any understanding of a 
people, one has to see them as 
they are. Prizefighting isn’t my 
cup of tea either, but I’ve seen 
bouts for the same reason.” 

Pamela Tiffin saw no bullfight- 
ing, not-even on television. With 
her it was less a matter of moral 
judgment than competing inter- 
ests. A Fine Arts major, she was 
kept busy with her trips to the 
Prado Museum where she studied 
the works of her favorite artist, 
Valasquez. 

“Between work, reading about 
these paintings, studying them, 
and my various social commit- 
ments,” she said, “my time was 
filled. There was no point in be- 
coming involved in even the 
aesthetics of bullfighting. This 
was my first time in Spain, and 
who knows when I might come 
here again?” 

All three young stars of “The 
Pleasure Seekers” had been in 
Europe previously, but it was the 
first Spanish visit for all. 


Lovely Pamela Tiffin 
Unaffected by Fame 


Pamela Tiffin, whose photo- 
genic quality has brought the in- 
ternational world of photogra- 
phy to her door, conceals behind 
her fantastic beauty a remark- 
ably unaffected personality. 

Recently she was in Spain 
starring with Ann-Margret and 
Carol Lynley in “The Pleasure 
Seekers,” 20th Century-Fox ro- 
mantic comedy in CinemaScope 
and De Luxe color opening..... 

She moved 
about the streets of Madrid ap- 
parently completely unaware of 
the staring eyes and whispered 
comments which followed her 
like a wake follows a yacht. 

In no way does Pamela betray 
a knowledge that she is a bit 
different from other women. Pos- 
sibly the attention she provokes 
has become routine to her, but 
she is so simple and friendly that 
this seems unlikely. 

Pamela says that her ideal is 
the simple, well ordered life, with 
time to pursue her studies in the 
fine arts at Columbia University, 
regular meals and hours of sleep. 

“Surprise confuses me,” she 
says. “I like to know what I’m 
doing.

The director tells me what to do 
and I do it the best I can. 

“In my marriage, my husband 
makes all the decisions and I 
abide by them, so we have a very 
happy life together,” she says. 


Today's Movie Stars 
Are More Sophisticated 


People with many years of ex- 
perience in the film industry 
have come to realize that today’s 
young female stars are better 
educated and much more sophis- 
ticated than their sisters of pre- 
vious generations. Good exam- 
ples of this can be found in the 
persons of Ann-Margret, Carol 
Lynley and Pamela Tiffin who 
star in “The Pleasure Seekers,” 
20th Century-Fox romantic- 
drama in CinemaScope and De 
Luxe color opening ...... at the 
Theatre. 


One reason for this change is 
the fact that the young new 
stars, either through personal 
preference or work commitments, 
do a lot of traveling. In past 
generations most pictures were 
made in Hollywood, while now 
they are made in every corner 
of the world. “The Pleasure 
Seekers,” for instance, was 
filmed on location in Madrid. 


In days gone by, stars led ex- 
tremely protected lives, associat- 
ing almost entirely with people 
in the movie business. They had 
no real need to develop personal- 
ly, nor any great inspiration to 
do so. 


But Ann-Margret, Carol and 
Pamela, on their Madrid location 
alone, have associated with ex- 
kings, Spanish noblemen, diplo- 
mats, artists, writers and bull- 
fighters. This kind of social con- 
tact presents a challenge which 
each has met.

Carol Lynley speaks Spanish, 
French, and can read Italian. She 
loves music and is a student of 
fashion and drama. She has 
spent considerable time in 
Europe, is a bit of a gourmet, 
and as the mother of a two-year- 
old girl, has studied all a mother 
can about children and child care. 

Ann-Margret has concentrated 
her interests on music and danc- 
ing, but has developed knowledge 


far beyond the requirements of — 


any performance she might be 
expected to give. In “The Pleas- 
ure Seekers” there is a slight 
flamenco influence in her num- 
bers, and she has taken advan- 
tage of her work in Spain to 
learn as much as possible about 
this distinctive art form. She 
speaks Swedish, is learning 
Spanish, and is interested in 
fashion and jewelry design. 


Judging from their interests 
and experiences, it would appear 
that Ann-Margret, Carol Lynley 
and Pamela Tiffin are a far cry 
from old-time movie queens who, 
isolated from the world, lan- 
guished about in their mansions 
while attired in elegant gowns 
and toying with their exotic pets.

Director Jean Negulesco, 
whose considerable reputation is 
firmly based upon his success in 
obtaining outstanding perform- 
ances from female stars (‘“John- 
ny Belinda,” “How To Marry A 
Millionaire,” “Three Coins in the 
Fountain”) feels that film-mak- 
ers these days are inclined to 
treat romantic love as a subject 
for comedy or for the exploration 
of psychological abberations. 


“Films are made by men,” 
Negulesco says, ‘and nearly all 
of them for men. Few men have 
the woman’s instinct for ro- 
mance, and it seems to me that 
for purely commercial reasons, 
producers should explore this as- 
pect of feminine emotion. After 
all, it has long been axiomatic 
in the film industry that women 
comprise a high percentage of 
the audience.” 


Negulesco realizes as much as 
anyone that romance has always 
been a major ingredient of 
movies. 


“But attitudes toward sex have 
changed,” he argues. “The drive 
sociologists claim the young have 
for security, the educational ne- 
cessities of the day, the Bomb, 
the whole fabric of our living and 
thinking is different from what 
it was 10 years ago. Romantic 
love in this new context must be 
different, too. If it were not for 
the changing background, the 
final statements on love would 
all have been made centuries ago, 
and most of them in the Bible. 


“When you come right down 
to it,” Negulesco adds, “the same 
things are happening in this 
generation as have happened in 
all the generations of mankind. 
It’s just that different people are 
doing it, and they have been in- 
fluenced differently.” 


In addition to his fresh young 
stars and his contemporary story, 
Negulesco is giving “The Pleas- 
use Seekers” a fresh background. 
Very few films with modern set- 
tings have been made in Spain. 


“American film audiences to- 
day are familiar with the streets 
of London, Paris and Rome,” he 
says, “but scenes in ‘The Pleasure 
Seekers’ will be new to even most 
of the people who have toured 
Europe.”

Director Negulesco, who took 
this troika approach to romance- 
in “Three Coins in the Foun- 
tain,” feels that the predomin- 
antly feminine motion picture 
audience has been largely ig- 
nored by present-day film pro- 
ducers. 

“Women’s stories have been 
terribly neglected,” he _ says. 
“Why in 1963 they even had 
trouble finding five logical fe- 
male nominations for the Acad- 
emy Awards!” 

Negulesco admits he is aiming

neglected female audience. ‘The 
screenplay was written by a 
woman, Edith Sommer, for wom- 
en.
